In particular, the examiner discussed with the applicant a broad interpretation he made of claim 4, verses a more 
narrow version sought by the applicant. It was considered a possibility that in a future continuing action, the notion of a

"questions wherein, based on the identity of a voter, a particular referendum or a particular choice of candidates is 
presented."
